His resignation had been tendered on 
July 4th, but as the railway commis- 
gion bill was not yet through parlia- 
ment he had accompanied it with an 
offer to remain in office until the mill 
had been disposed of in the House. 
This suggestion met with the pre- 
spier’s approval and his letter of resig- 
mation was returned, The commission 
bill was finished on Wednesday and on 
Friday, the 10tb, his letter of resigna- 
dion waz rewritten and off«red to the 
premier, who desired him to retain it 
for a few days. On Mondays. the 18th, 
he finally sont it to the premier with 
another letter of explanation, and on 
Tuesday the acceptance of his resigna- 
dion was announced in the House. He 
read the two letters of .explanation, 


the first dated July 10th, whieb ac- 
companied bis firs: offer of resigna- 
tion on the 4b. This letter contain- 
ed ceference to 4 somewhat remark- 
able suggestion that had been made to 
him to permit the premier or some 
other minister to carry the proposed 
Grand Trunk Facific scheme through 
parliament, while he should give it 
tacit but not active support. This he 
gaid was 20 impracticable proposition.
